F.ventually Argentina's claim was 
settled by awarding her a third of the disputed area, 
but the contention between Paraguay and Bolivia con- 
tinued, E’ach of these nazions has had troops in this 
area for patrol purposes and there have been repeated 
clashes that have increased the tension between the 
two peoples. Recen:ly the matter has been referred 
to a mixed commission at Benos Aires under the 
neutral chairmanship of Argentina but without effect. 

The danger in this situation lies in the BossibiNhy eG ao seer at re ee nee oa eens ae ares 
of its starting a general conflagraton. A war between 
Bolivia and Paraguay probably would be a short 
\,  Jived affair as Paragmay is poorly equipped to fight 
its bigger neighbor. But Paraguay has friends and_ 
Bolivia has enemies who are likely to be involved in 
the conflict which may become an occasion for squar- 
ing up a number of old scores. It is, therefore sin- 
cerely hoped that pressure may be brought to bear 
upon the two rivals to lead them to accept concillia- 
tion rather than arms.—Manchester Guardian.
